Have you any income from royal- 
ties or patents? 


Have you minor children who are 
working? 


Have you control of the earnings 


of such children? If so, the amounts 
must be Included In your return of 
Income. . 


Did you receive any directors* fees

Answers to all of these' questions 


are necessary to determine whether 
a person has a net income sufficient- 
ly large to require that he or she file 
a return.

Mexico City—W)—A strange tribe 


of Indians, who believe 
that the 


pelican created the world, who wor- 
ship the sun and moon, who gamble 
habitually, auction 
off their mar- 


riageable girls, 
and who destroy 


their weak and deformed offspring, 
has been found on Tiburon 
island, 


200 miles south of Arizona 
in the 


Gulf of California. 


The Indians are the almost forgot- 


ten remnants of the Seris tribe, who 
numbered 30,000 at the time of the 
conquest.'Only 164 are alive today. 
After a revolution In 1749 In which 
they were Involved the Spanish vic- 
eroy exiled them to Tiburon, three 
miles from the Sonora mainland, 
and there they have remained since, 
keeping their blood pure and keep- 
ing others off their island. 


Colonal Juan Masturzi, Italian ex- 


plorer, and Mme. Titayna, a French 
writer, arriving, here from a perilous 
sojourn on the island,.declared that 
tho Seris live as savages, 
do not 


have houses, eat much raw meat, 
wear only skins and in some cases 
loin cloths for covering. They live 
outdoors in all weather and are tan- 
ned to a deep brown, looking much 
as do the Patagonians of .tho Ar- 
gentine.

is six feet. They liato white people 
byond all reason.

was a notable event in the history of 
exploration. By those familiar with 
the obstacles he surmounted, his ac- 
complishment*! is ranked with those 
of Livingstone, Peary, Shackleton, 
Scott and Amundsen. Nothing extra- 
ordinary did he discover except traces 
of a buried city and the singing sands 
of .the desert dunes. 


He prepared himself with" Infinite 


patience over a period of years by pre- 
liminary exploration and study of the 
surrounding territory and its peoples. 
He succeeded where-many have tried 
and failed. His was a restless soul on 
the march and his fortitude and cour- 
age brought him sonic fame.

J. HERSCHEL'S BIRTH 


On March 7,^1782. John:: Frederick 
William 


Herschel, famed English astronomer, and eon of 
the eminent Sir William Herschel, was born 
near Windsor. 


In 1825, after his education at Cambridge, he 


began his observations of stars, to which he 
chiefly .devoted himself. His great enterprise 
was his expedition to the Cape of Good Hope, in 
1833, to take observations of the southern firma- 
ment Fourteen years later ho published his re- 
sults In a volume called one of the most valuable 
of our time. 


His residence at the cape gave valuable addi- 


tions not only to astronomy but also to meteor- 
ology.

Anent your editorial re. the speed 
regulation: There is a great deal of 
truth in your statements regarding 
obsolete and useless laws. The driv- 
ing public in particular 
does not 


take traffic regulation very serious- 
ly, largely because most of the re- 
strictive measures are practically 
impossible of consistent observance. 
Many of-these tars stculd cerer 
have been enacted because they are 
not tuned to-mechanical and traffic 
conditions. But it Is wrong to say 
that these-regulations have not got 
their advantages. For Instance, last 
summer a bicycle officer haling from 
the sheriff's office, arrested a.young 
man on highway 55 south of Eden 
charging that he had passed another 
car on a hill; held a roadside court 
and fined the culprit $20. This oc- 
curred oh a moderate grade which 
did not obstruct a clear view of the 
road ahead, a condition that applies 
to almost every foot of highway 55 
In Fond du Lac county that Is south 
of the county seat. Now Mr. Editor 
surely even you can percieve the 
potential possibilities of this other- 
wise Impossible law. To begin with 
Fond du Lac-co was made richer by 
20 dollars. But the real meat of the 
thing lies in the opportunity that Is 
given to the sheriff's department in 
training young men In the intrica- 
cies of judicial practice. Of course 
the defendant didn't- have a chance 
—any more than he would have had 
if the officer-judge-clerk had been a 
highwayman instead of a highway 
officer. As for the law referred to.it 
Is practically Impossible and is not 
being observed to any great, extent. 
No up to date motorist Is going to 
drag behind a slow moving vehicle 
for twenty or thirty miles as would 
be necessary if the keen judgment 
of the officer above mentioned were 
a proper Interpretation of the -stat- 
utes.

Use Firearms

Shooting games teach a boy to 


take good aim and to hit his mark. 
The weapon may be but a sling shot 
and the mark a knot in the board 
fence, but the idea is the same. Hit 
the mark. 
Knots In fences do not satisfy the 


marksman for many days. He soon 
strolls about with wary step and 
sharpened eye to catch a glimpse of 
a cat or a squirrel, or even a high 
hat. It is not long before his stalk- 
in? is rewarded and his sling shot 
gets into action. 


Of course, after the sling shot has 


become too easy he wants a gun. 
He can shoot much better with a 
gun. Ask him what it is be wants 
io biiuui. iuiu lie bajs. "O wears, wi 
cats, any wild animal that comes 
along." Do we want boys to grow 
up shooting any wild animal that 
comes along? I think not. 


This sort of thing is good for nei- 


ther the boy nor the wild animals. 
But*it Is tho boy that we are con- 
cerned about. Shooting to the mark, 
shooting to kill, for that In the last 
stand is what one shoots for. Is a 
bad idea to set working in any boy's 
mind. 
It is not funny to see a child of 


four stride up to a stranger who is 
walking along the parkway, snap 
a toy pistol in his face and say, 
'Hands up." That is a dangerous 
gamo for a child to play. Every ex- 
perience leaves its trace on the mind 
of a child and this one is no excep- 
tion. Surely we do not want little 
boys to learn the technique of the 
hold-up. 
Games are educational. The play- 


ground is as valuable ia education 
as the classroom. As a child plays, 
so he will work when he' reaches 
working age. As he looks at his 
play so he will look at bis lifework 
in spirit and in action. If he cheats 
in his games, takes mean advantage. 
he is coloring his character with 
qualities of dishonor and cheapness. 
1C he plays fair, if he fights with- 
in the rules, if he treats his oppon- 
ents with justice and grace, he Is col. 
oring his character with the quail- 
lies that make for all that is fine in 
manhood and womanhood the whole 
world over. 
I can understand that the use of 


a gun should ,be taught to those 
whose tastes,' whose needs require, 
that training. But that group never 
includes children, particularly chil- 
dren, of tender years. Boys and girls 
in high school, college men, can be 
trained to use a gun safely and 
wisely, as far as such .use can ever 
be wise or safe. But as a game for 
children, shooting Is out. 


Sling shots, .toy pistols, bows and 


arrows are net safe for little chil- 
dren. And they teach, an idea that 
most of us are against with all our 
hearts and with all our minds. We 
will respect the voice that com- 
mands, Thou shalt not kill.

Dissenting Opinions Stamp 


Him as Greatest of Mod

Defense of Free Speech 


In Abrams vs. United States, a 


case ,where five Russian-born per- 
sons in New York, were sentenced 
Tor distributing circulars 
protest- 


Ing the American Invasion of Rus- 
sia in 1917, Justice Holmes wrote: ' 


"But as against the dangers -pe- 


culiar to war, as' against others, the 
principle of the right to'free speech 
Is always the same. It is only the 
present danger of Immediate evil or 
an attempt to bring it about that 
warrants Congress in setting a limit 
to the expression of opinion where 
private rights are not concerned."... 
When men have realized that time 
has upset many fighting faiths, they 
may come to believe even more than 
they believe the foundations of 
their own conduct that'the ultimate 
good desired Is better reached by 
free trade in ideas—that the best 
test of truth is the power- of the 
thought to get It accepted in the 
competition of the market, «nd that 
truth is the 
only ground; upon 


which their wishes safely can be 
carried out. That, at any rate, Is 
the theory of our Constitution. 
It 


is an experiment, as all life Is an 
experiment." 


In an opinion from the majority 


decision that New Yorit state had 
no right to pass a law. limiting work 
in bakeries to 10 hours a day, Jus- 
tice Holmes wrote: 


"A Constitution is not intended to 


embody a particular economics the- 
ory, -whether of paternalism and the 
organic relation of the citizen to 
the state, or of lalssez falre. It is 
made for people of fundamentally 
differing views, nml the accident ot 
our finding certain opinions nat- 
ural and familiar and novel and 
oven shocking ought not to con- 
clude our Judgement upon the ques- 
tion whether statutes embodying 
them conflict with the Constitution 
of tho United States."

product of Wisconsin, is a profitable 
Item in retail grocery trade prin- 
cipally because It is so popular 
among all classes of consumers, the 
United States Department of Com- 
merce reports. 


After an intensive survey of 26 


representative grocery stores in Lou- 
isville, Ky., the department reports 
that cheese as a line was remunera- i 
tive and also that -most of the sep- 
arate items carried net profits. 
In 


general, operating costs per dollar of 
sales were lower for cheese than for 
most commodities handled, the de- 
partment's report states. This is at- 
tributed to the relatively high rate 
of turnover of .cheese stock, com- 
bined with low maintenance cost. 
Cheese is shown to have a stock turn 
of 39 times as compared with 7.5 
times for all groceries. 


Some 149 different cheese items 


were carried by the grocery stores 
Included in the federal survey. About 
59 bulk items and 90 package items 
were stocked. American types of 
cheese amounted, to 64.4 per cent of 
the total cheese sales and foreign 
type cheeses of American manufac- 
ture for 13.7 per cent. Imported 
cheese contributed only 2.2 per cent 
of all sales, the remaining 19.7 per 
cent being made, up of cream and 
cottage and miscellaneous items. 


The average value of a cheese sale 


during tho period of the survey 
amounted to about 20 cents. Analysis 
of operating expenses and gross mar 
gin shows that the avearge margin 
per sales was 5.7 cents, and expense 
2.7 cents, leaving 3 cents as net prof< 
it on each cheese transaction.

lias been the great concentration.of energies upon industrial research and 
experiment. Although many lines of business have greatly Curtailed their 
production, they have redoubled their research activities. 


Only in recent years has scientific research been applied to industry in 


America on a broad scale. In 1920, there were about 500 research labora- 
tories in the country and now the number approximates 1500. One re- 
sult is seen in the fact that patents applied for during the past year are 
reported the greatest on record. 


Great depressions always stimulate tho search for new products which 


will induce buying and for new and improved methods which will lower 
costs. Developments In these- directions tend to help start up the clogged 
wheels of trade. They also help to lift living standards to new high 
levels when the depression clouds pass over. 


The laboratory often gives birth to a whole new industry such as radio 


and the automobile. Some years ago the development of four-wheel brakes 
and balloon tires gave new life to tho automobile industry. Industry needs 
somo such stimulating influence now. 


Years ago this work was left to inventive geniuses working haphazardly. 


Now there aic som6 30,000 trained laboratory workers \\ith an expenditure 
by corporations and government of more tlmn $200.000,000 annually. It 
Is not possible. In view of- these facts, to take a. gloomy view of tho out- 
look. There Is every prospect that the material wclfare*cf America will 
continue to ndvanoo in th*» years ahead, notwithstanding such temporary 
setbacks as in 1930.

MORE ADVERTISING 


TO HELP BUSINESS 


Firms Must Move Fast to 


Even Stay Where They 
Are, Expert Holds

Babson Park, Flo. —Doing busi- 


ness in a depression period is like 
trying to go up an escalator on the 
sldo tliat Is moving down—you lui' 
to move fast even to stay where 
you are. If you want to go ahead 
you must run. I know of nothing 
better than well-directed advertising 
to speed up the movement of bus- 
iness. It'is, therefore, "a penny-wise 
and pound-foolish" policy to cut 
down advertising because business is 
dull. That is like discharging the 
whole sales force because they can- 
not bring in as many orders as they 
could in boom times-. Advertising is 
a valuable tool which, if rightly 
used, can cut its way through sales' 
resistance and competition to the 
road of progress and profits. To dis- 
card this tool because general busi- 
ness depression has temporarily dul- 
led its edge is shortsighted manage- 
ment. Advertising still remains the 
best Implement business can employ 
for increasing sales. 


Advertising has felt the effects of 


depression like other 
businesses. 


Newspaper linage last year totalled 
about twelve per cent less than in 
1929. 
Magazine advertising was less 


severely affected, but* also showed a 
drop. It Is, however, significant that 
the industries and companies which 
made the best sales and profits in 
1930 
were all- large advertises. The 


food companies last year spent over 
$30,000,000 in national magazine ad- 
vertising alone, besides very large 
sums- in newspaper 
advertising. 


They increased their appropriations 
14 per cent over 1929, and they were 
outstandingly successful among in- 
dustrial concerns from a sales and 
earnings standpoint. Tobacco com- 
panies increased their advertising by 
more than a million dollars, and 
showed an average gain, in net in- 
come of 11 per cent. 


Good Profits 


Drugs and toilet goods, motion pic- 


tures, 
household products, 
soft 


drinks, and the- chewing gum in- 
dustries, all' made reasonably good* 
profits last year, and these were the 
industries that maintained their ad- 
vertising close to normal, or even In- 
creased it. Some may argue that the 
large advertising by these industries 
was the result of their good business 
rather than the cause of it, but that 
cannot be so when we consider that 
the appropriations for 1930 were 
largely made at the beginning of last 
year and carried through regardless 
of general conditions.. 


The tide of business will not al- 


ways be flowing out. Statistical in- 
dicators- say that the low ebb has 
probably now been passed and white 
recovery "will be gradual and irreg- 
ular it will, nevertheless, occur. The 
concerns that will ride up first on 
the next swing of the business cycle 
will be those who have strongly en- 
trenched themselves In the public 
mind through advertising during the 
present period. For many months 
consumption of goods has been run- 
ning below normal. People are going 
to need the things they are now do- 
Ing without. They will naturally 
turn to the products which they 
know best, that Is, the products 
which are kept alive through con- 
tinued and aggressive advertising. 


Competition is very keen. In order 


for a business to maintain its po- 
sition In the trade It must advertise. 
Not only will this competition be felt 
between companies in the same in 
dustry, but it will be especially se- 
vere between different 
industries. 


Producers of old line staple and nec- 
essities often wonder hdw it is that 
the luxury and semi-luxury business, 
es, like cosmetics, perfumes, house- 
hold appliances, chewing gum, mo- 
tion pictures, etc. continue to gro.v 
at. such an amazing price while sta- 
ples --re neglected. 


Many Complaints 


They complain that these indus- 


tries catering to comfort beauty, 
and convenience are getti g an un- 
due proportion of the 
consumer's 


dollar. One very good reason is that 
these industries are past masters at 
the art of advertising whereas the 
older staple lines are only begin- 
ning to learn what advertising real- 
ly means. 
One by one former non-advertisers 


are falling In line. The chain stores 
and mail order houses thought at 
first that they could dispense with 
advertising, but with severe compe- 
tition between the chains themselves 
they are now becoming extensive 
and aggressive advertisers. Finan- 
cial advertising also 
has shown 


amazing growth In recent years. I 
look to see a substantial increase 
in financial copy, both In the news- 
papers and In the magazines, dur- 
ing 1331. 


The fixed trust movement which 
has gained such headway in recent 
months will be an outstanding feat- 
ure on the. financial pages of the 
newspapers this year. As confidence 
in the financial situation and the 
security markets is gradually restor- 
ed a larger volume of new bond of- 
ferings will require additional ad- 
vertising space. General Institutional 
advertising should gradually revive 
under the Influence of Improvement 
in business sentiment. 


Not for sixteen years have manu 


facturers and retail stores had as 
much to otter In the •way of real 
commodity values as now. Whole- 
sale prices have fallen more than 16 
per cent during the past year and 
now arc at the lowest point since 
*915. Compared with last year vhe 
purchasing power of the dollar at 
wholesale is about $1.20. Retail pric- 
es have been slower in corning uo%\ n, 
but many outstanding bargains arc 
now offered consumers. 


Buy Reductions 


Retail prices ba\o bocn reduced 


from 10 to It per cent, meaning 
that tl.c purchasing power of the 
consumer's dollar is $1.16 compared 
with $1.00 a jcar ago. The public 
docs not f Jlly realize the bargains 
now being offered. Advertisers have 


a wonderful opportunity to lay these 
tacts before the public. People an 
cow looking for the greatest pos- 
sible value for their dollar, and when 
they realize that these low prices 
will not always last they win start 
buying more freely. 


Advertising has been a powerful 


factor in the material development 
of this country in the past, and if 
rightly employed its influence will 
continue in the future. Nowhere else 
in the world has advertising been 
a> extensively developed as in the 
United States. X believe that fact 
alone has much to do with the pre- 
dominant, position of American in- 
dustry. Tt ! <m« of ths Importa 
causes whyvtbls country, with only 
6 per cent-of the world's population 
and 5 per c?nt of the land area pro- 
duces forty-seven per cent of the 
world's steel, forty-eight per cent 
of the copper, seventy-six per cent 
of the automobiles, forty-one per 
cent of the electric power, thirty 
per cent of the tobacco products, 
fifty-four per cent of the radios, 
eighty-five per cent of the motion 
pictures, seventy per cent of the life 
Insurance, and similar large propor- 
tions of other goods and services.
